ly been increased. Efficiency of operation has been stressed. 


Good feeding and management practices, and maximum 
efficiency, are important in reaching the top production level 
of a herd.

Oftentimes, when you get busy with the many other 
jobs that must be done on the farm, some things, by necessity, 
must be neglected. A new building program, planting, har- 
vesting of crops, and other details, are all important parts of 
the program, but whenever possible don’t neglect the cows

Proper care, good grooming, herd management, regular 
milking hours, strict attention to herd health, plenty of the 
right kind of feed, and that extra effort and time spent with the 
herd, still pay dividends.

cedure. The wilting procedure con- 
sists of cutting the crop with a mow- 
er, permitting the crop to wilt from 
one to five hours until the moisture 
content is between 60 and 70 per 
cent, raking with a side delivery 
rake, chopping from the windrow 
into wagons or picking the crop up 
with a hayloader onto trucks, chop- 
ping and blowing into the silo.

Considering the information in 
Table 2, comparing the losses in 
making wilted silage and wet silage, 
there can be as much as 13 per cent 
difference in loss of DM from these 
two theoretical silages, or a differ 
ence of 4.5 tons of DM from the 
original 35 tons of DM. 

The seepage loss according to pre 
liminary data at Beltsville will be 
about halved if the silage is stored 
in the horizontal type of silo such 
as the bunker silo. Further data are 
needed on this point. Likewise, we 
need further data on the effect of 
type of crop, depth of storage and 
length of cut on seepage losses. 

The addition of a feedstuff which 
has the ability to take up water 
has been helpful. However, as 
shown in Table 2, it would require 
about 230 Ibs. of beet pulp per ton 
of wet silage to bring the moisture 
equivalent from 80 per cent to 70 
per cent. Such addition of beet 
pulp would result in the silage dry 
matter containing 36 per cent of 
beet pulp as it is stored. This raises 
the question whether the farmer 
has the silo for the purpose of stor 
ing beet pulp or forage. 

In laboratory studies at Beltsville, 
the water holding capacity of sev 
eral feedstuffs was studied as shown 
in Table 4.

The Use of Preservatives in 
Making Grass Silage 
Many different materials have 
been used to aid in the preserva- 
tion of 
naturally 


silage. These materials 
divide themselves into 
two classes, namely, feedstuffs and 
chemical preservatives. Among the 
feedstuffs are such materials as mo- 
lasses, ground grains, beet pulp and 
citrus pulp. These feedstuffs add 
nutrients to the silage with an at 
tendant fermentation loss of about 
1S per cent. The chemical preserva 
tives have consisted of sulfur diox 
ide, sodium metabisulfite and a 
commercial preservative containing 
calcium formate and sodium nitrite. 

Since the development of the di 
rect-cut forage chopper and the ne- 
cessity for the preservation of high 
moisture crops, the use of preserva 
tives has Their effec 
tiveness can vary from crop to crop 
and year to year. For instance, in 
research at Beltsville it was shown 
that a chemical preservative was of 
value one year, but of no value the 
following year with a similar crop 
rhe effectiveness of the preserva 
tive was dependent upon the qual 
itv of the silage in the untreated 
control. A summary of the data is 
shown in Table 5.

The Use of Plastic Covers on

Before storage, it’s as good as fluid 
milk, according to the scientists.

The 
milk picks up off-flavors and begins to 
stale after nine to 12 weeks at room 
temperature. It retains its good flavor 
somewhat longer, however, when 


stored under refrigeration.

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Challenges of 
Science to the 


Dairy Industry 


and How to 


Meet Them 


REMENDOUS changes have taken 
place in the progressive develop 
ment of the dairy industry to its 
present place of importance. We are 
proud of the important role the Ameri 
can Dairy 
played in this progress of the dairy 
industry, through basic and applied 
research and education provided by its 


Science Association has 


active members. 


Without the scientific contributions 
of chemists, biochemists, physicists, 
bacteriologists, physiologists, nutri 
tionists, dairy technologists and ge 
neticists it would be impossible for 
modern dairying to exist in its present 
form. Modern dairying is an industry 
based on scientific discoveries and in 
ventions, and if it is to 


move 


continue to 
successfully, our in 
dustry must depend upon continuous 


forward 


fundamental research and a supply of 
well-trained people. Our challenges 
are to use the scientific accomplish 
ments and trained manpower to the 
fullest extent to build a bigger and 
more important dairy industry of the 
future. 


As I survey the functioning of our 
vast dairy industry today, it seems to 
me that one of the first challenges we 
have is for the industry to use fully and 


properly the knowledge that modern 
science provides. Are the leaders of our

many dairy manufacturing and process- 
ing companies taking full advantage of 
new information constantly being 
made available from research? Does 
industry accept and apply what we al- 
ready know? For example, it was 
known for many years that exposure to 
copper would produce oxidized flavor 
in milk, yet manufacturers were slow 
to eliminate copper alloys from their 
equipment 

Do our dairy industry leaders con- 
stantly look for possible application 
in dairying of the basic research find- 
ings in chemistry, physics and bac- 
teriology? The discovery of pasteuriza- 
tion by Louis Pasteur has been hailed 
as having the greatest effect upon the 
dairy industry of any single discovery 
or invention. But pasteurization was 
developed for use in wine making and 
later adapted for milk. Perhaps other 
adaptations might have just as far- 
reaching effects in the future if we 
have the ingenuity to use them. Is the 
industry new discoveries 
dealing with radioactive isotopes in 
equipment cleaning and in many other 
Radiation for preservation of 
food products undoubtedly will have 
many applications

areas? 


Another challenge for the industry 
employ and use more highly trained 
Industry must realize that 
it needs scientists in its manufacturing, 
processing and quality control. It is 
dithcult to understand why there has 
not been greater appreciation of the 
contributions that can be made by

There has been great concern in re- 
cent years over the decreasing enroll- 
ment in dairy industry in colleges of 
agriculture. Why? I'm sure I don't 
have all of the answers, but I often 
raise this question: Does the lack of 
large numbers of dairy technology 


graduates in top positions in industry 
have any effect on the interest and 
availability of students? If college 
students could see tangible evidence 
of attractive opportunities would more 
of them prepare for work in the dairy 
industry? We believe that more at- 
tractive salaries, more attention to 
training programs, modern personnel 
and promotion policies, and other 
factors will attract more students to the 
field of dairy technology. 

The dairy industry must be in a 
position to compete with other in- 
dustries for trained personnel. Many 
industries provide in-service training to 
their employees to help make them 
more valuable to their company. It is 
hoped the dairy industry will make full 
use of this method to obtain and de- 
velop better and more useful personnel 
To this end the American Dairy 
Science Association has a special com- 
mittee working on a dairy industry 
plant training manual. We expect it to 
be available within a year and hope it 
will be effective in promoting im- 
proved personnel training programs. 


Why do we have so much interest 
today in engineering, chemistry and 
physics? It is probably because of the 
opportunities being provided in these 
fields and the relatively high salaries 
being paid for trained men and women. 
Le'ts make full use of these persons in 
our industry and at the same time 
focus attention on opportunities in 
dairy science that will attract outstand- 
ing graduates

Here is a joint challenge to our 
colleges and to industry to improve 
our job of student recruitment so that 
a supply of trained people will be 
available for employment.

At Beltsville, we have always re 
commended the feeding of some hay 
where yrass silage is fed in order 
to maintain a high level of dry 
matter consumption.
